AGENCY 

Without the idea of agency, 
business as we know it would 
stop. As ‘‘principals’’ we can- 
not make every deal. So we get 
“agents’’ to act for us. 

if we ask our agent to buy 
something for us, we must pay 
for it. If he makes a contract for 
us, we must live up to it. But it 
would be unfair to hold a princi- 
pal for his agent’s every act. And 
the law has rules to protect both 
the principal and the agent—as 
well as third parties. 

What is the idea behind 
agency? It is that our agent can 
make binding deals with third 
parties in most ways as we 
would. Agency saves us time, 
money, and effort each day. In 
fact, the law of agency makes 
possible our complex division 
of labor today. 

First, the law sets up two 
classes of agents—special and 
general agents. 





Most agents are special agents, 
They act for you with power to 
do only some things. Your real 
estate agent can sell your house, 
but you do not usually give him 





LAW IN ACTION 


general power to conduct your 
business. 

But many people in the mili- 
tary service deal with both spe- 
cial and general agents when 
they go abroad. A soldier over- 
seas may need someone back 
home to look after his grocery 
store or service station. He can 
name an agent in a paper called 
a “‘power-of-attorney.’’ In it he 
gives the agent special-or gen- 
eral powers to act for him. 

Suppose he wants to sell his 
business while overseas. He can 
give his agent power only to 
sell the store. This makes him 
a “special agent.’’ The paper 
shows each party to the deal 
what the agent can or cannot do, 
It thus protects each one. 

But suppose the service man 
wants someone to run his store 
for him. By a general power of 
attorney, he can give his agent 
power to buy, sell, give credit, 
collect bills, put in and take out 
money from the bank. The agent 
can run the store the same way 
as the service man would in 
person. In this case, he is a 
“general agent.’’

(This proposed law does not ex- 
pressly ameng 3ny existing law; there- 
fore, the proviwions thereof are printed 
in BLACK-FACED TYPE to indicate 
that they are NEW.) 


PROPOSED LAW 


An act to add Article 5e to Chapter 6 
of Division 4 of the Military and Vet- 
erans Code, authorizing the creation 
of a debt or debts, liability or fiabili- 
ties, through the issuance and sale of 
state bonds, to create a fund to pro- 
vide farm and home aid for veterans 
in accordance with the provisions of 
the Veterans Farm and Home Pur- 
chase Act of 1943 and acts amenda- 
tory and supplemental thereto; defin- 
ing the powers and duties of said 
committee and of the Department of 
Veterans Affairs and other state offi- 
cers in respect to the administration 
of the provisions hereof; providing 
ways and means, exclusive of loans, 
for the payment of the interest of 
such debt or debts, liability or lia- 
bilities, as such interest falls due, 
and also for the payment and dis- 
charge of the principal of such debt 
or debts, tiability or liabilities, as 
such principal matures; and provid- 
ing for the submission of this act toa 
vote of the people at the general elec- 
tion to be held in the month of 
November, 1954. 


The peopte of the State of California do 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. Articte Se ts added to 
Chapter 6 of Division 4 of the Military 
and Veterans Code, to read: 


Article 6e. Veterans Bond Act of 1954 


996.25. This artiele may be cited as 
the Veterans Bend Aet ef 1954. 


996.26. For the purpose of creating 
a fund to provide farm and home aid for 
veterans in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Veterans Farm and Home 
Purchase Act of 1943 and of all acts 
amendatory thereof and supplemental 
thereto, the Veterans’ Finance Com- 
mittee of 1943, created by Section 991, 
shall be and it hereby is authorized and 
empowered to create a debt or debts, 
liability or fiabilities, of the State of 
California, in the manner and to the 
extent hereinafter provided, but not 
otherwise, nor in excess thereof. 


996.27. After adoption of any reso- 
lution by the Veterans’ Finance Com- 
mittee of 1943, provided for in Section 
996.34 the State Treasurer shall arrange 
for the preparation of the requisite 
number of suitable bonds in accordance 
with the specifications contained in 
such resolution. The aggregate par 
value of all bonds Issued under this ar- 
ticle shall not exceed the sum of one 
hundred seventy-five million dollars 
($175,000,000) and shall bear irterest at 
a rate not exceeding 5 percent per 
annum payable as provided in such 
resolution. Both principal and interest 
shall be payable in fawful money of the 
United States, at the Office of the State 
Treasurer, or at the office of any duly 
authorized agent of the State Treas- 
urer. 

All bonds Issued under this article 
shall bear the facsimile signature of the 
Governor and the facsimile countersig- 
nature of the Controller and shall be 
endorsed by the State Treasurer either 
by original signature or by a signature 
stamp, and the bonds shall be signed, 
countersigned, and endorsed by the offi- 
cers who shall be in office on the date 
of adoption of the resolution of the 
Veterans’ Finance Committee of 1943, 
and each of said bonds shall bear an 
impress of the Great Seal of the State 
of California.
